It seems clear enough that the Cambodian 
regime is mere radical than that of any 
other government that worships Marx. There 
is, Mr. Bjork asserts, no private ownership 
at all, no money. The cities have been, fo a 
very large extend, evacuated. The stated 
purpose of this was to raise rice, to feed 
the Cambodians without reliance on imports, 
and to provide, eventually. same foreign ex- 
change with which to start a limited indus- 
trial program. Τὸ 15, in sum, 2 back-to-the-~ 
jJand movement on an enormous scale, 2 
return to the most primitive of economic 
aystems.

Curbing U.S. Arms Trade 


House passage of 8. major revision of the 
foreign military aid program, on the heels 
of similar Senate action, now assures a tight- 
ening-up of congressional oversight of the 
nation’s arms sales abroad, which have been 
soaring upward at a disgraceful rate. In 
the year ending last June, more than $10.5 
billion of military equipment or services were 
sold or given 2way to 71 cmititries, a fivefdld 
increase In four years. 

A determination to Timit these sales to 
those that advance foreign policy or security 
objectives, rather than simply increase ex~ 
port earnings, characterizes both the House 
and Senate bills, which go fo conference 
within a few days. The House bil also sets 
8 $9-billion ceiling for annual arms sales 
abroad. While. this limit is still. too high, 
it will impose a new constraint on the Pen- 
tagon and require choices based on broad 
national interest rather than immediate 
economic gain. - : 

Administration opposition to this ceiling 
provision and to other sections strengthen- 
ing congressional control over atms sales 
must not succeed in watering down the bill 
in conference. The $9-bilHon ceiling, for 
example, 1s not so rigid as to threaten effec- 
tive foreign policy; im an emergency, there 
is ἃ provision permitting the presidént to 


waive the ceiling by certifying to the Con- 
gress that national security Interests so re- 
quire. The Congress, however, could veto the 
transfer within 30 days. 

This right of prior review and veto, which 
the Congress had had for more than a year 
but wielded indirectly only once, will be 
made more effective now by its extension in 
the pending legislation to commercial as 
well as government-to-government sales. 
Other improvements: declassification of 
some secret data and the provision of much 
more information, including annual esti- 
mates of arms sales plans on a country-by- 
country basis, to prod congressional atten- 
tion.

The chief weakness in the Senate bill, 
however, is that everything would depend on 
the will of Congress to use or threaten to 
use its veto power.

Of Luther Death 


PROVIDENCE, RI. March 8 
(AP)},—A college professor says 
a note scrawled on a Martin 
Luther manuscrips found here 
may dispel a centuries-old theory 
that the 16th-century theologian 
died violently. 

Dr. Carclyn Lenz, an associate 
professor of English at Rhode 
Island College, said she discover- 
ed the note while doing research 
at Brown University. 

The theory that Luther died 
of apoplexy or hanged himself 
began immediately after his 
death and was circulated until 
the late 19th century by Roman 
Catholic writers, Dr. Lenz said. 

Dr. Lenz seid the note lends 
eredence to the official Lutheran 
account of his death. Luther's 
claim-

faith, 

Dr. Lenz said she found the 
Note on the last page of a man- 
uscript that Luther wrote the 
year before he died, She said 
tlie note was in both Latin and 
German and contained many 
corrections. It recounted how 
Luther described his pain to 2 
doctor called M.D. Lutier and told 
of the prayers Luther uttered, 
ending with: “Three times: 
‘Lord Jesus Christ into your 
hands I commit’ .”
